'•At (he lirst meeting of Gal- 
veston's citizens Sunday afternoon 
after the great hurricane, for the 
purpose of bringing order out of 
chaos, the only sentiment expressed 
was that Galveston had Received an 
awful blow. The loss of life and 

property is appalling— so grant 

that it required several days to 
form anything like a correct esti- 
mate. With sad and aching 
hearts, but with resolute faces, the 
sentiment of the meeting was that 
out of that fearful chaos of wrecked 
homes and wrecked business, Gal- 
veston must rise again. 

"The sentiment was not that of 
bury the dead and give upthe ship, 
but rather bury the dead, succor 
the needy, appeal for aid from a 
charitable world and then start 
resolutely to work to mend the 
broken chains. In many cases the 
work of upbuilding must begin over. 
In other cases the destruction is 
only partial. The sentiment was: 
Galveston will, Galveston must sur- 
vive and fulfill her glorious destiny . 
Galveston shall rise again. 

"Galveston having been isolated 
since the storm of last Saturday 
Right, the stricken citizens' ol the 
town have not been informed as to 
the thrill of horror which went 
over the world when the ne as of 
the catastrophe was spread. The 
Associated Press brings the cheery 
news that in every town and city 
in the United States commercial, 
religious and charitable bodies 
have organized into relief com- 
mittees. At present thousands of 
dollars and hundreds of carsofsup- 
plies are en route 'and w ill reach 
the su llerers of Galveston just as 
soon as it is possible to shoot them 
across the bay. If the desolation 
here has been awful, the sympathy 
and humanity of a great nation 
have been ample, and very soon the 
local committees will be enabled to 
assist the destitute thousands. 

"What the News desires most to 
say to the surviving victims of last 
Saturday s catastrophe is that in 
the knowledge of a world-wide 
sympathy w'hich is encompassing 
us. we must not give way to de- 
spair. If we have lost all else we 
.till have life and the future, and 
til toward the future that we 
BFm*| devote the energies of our 
Ires. We can never forget what 
ve have suffered; we cannot forget 
the thousands of our friends and 
d ones who found in the angry 
billows that destroyed them a final 
ing place. But tears ol grid 
t not make us forget our present 
duties. The blight and ruin which 
have desolated Galve-tou are not 
beyond repair; we Bust not far a 
moment tbittg Galveston is to be 
abandoned because of one disaster 
lias been. We have our homes 
here, even if those homes are in 
ruins, and it we loved Galveston be- 
fore ho.\ much stronger must that 
affectum be, and how much more 
sacred it must be when we think of 
o::r loved ones, whose dust conse- 
crates not only the land but the 
very wavis which lash its shores.

History of Galveston. 

The city of Galveston is situated 
at the extreme east end of the Is- 
land of Galveston, and is located on 
the league of land purchased from 
the Republic of Texas in 1838 by 
Col. Menard. 

Galveston Island is separated 
from the main land by a strip of 
water two miles wide, which wi 
spanned by several bridges, amoi 
which was a magnificent steel wag< 
bridge." The island is thirty mil 
long, with an average width of 01 
mile. It lies east and west, and is 
low. fiat and sandy, with a co 
ing of soil sufficient togrow turf and 
plants, trees and vegetables. 

The average heigntof the island 
above the mean tide is eight feet, 
but in some sections there are 
places fifteen to eighteen feet above 
mean tide. 

I is said the pirates which infest- 
ed the Wulf of Mexico about the be- 
ginning of the century were the first 
lo learn of the desirability of Gal- 
veston harbor.

It 
is said that during his palnly days 
as a buccaneer there were 1,000 
men in his following and the town 
prospered on the plunder of his 
fleet of free-booting vessels. 

United States war vessels finally 
captured the tow n and put an end 
to piracy in the Gulf of Mexico, and 
the town began to develop the legi- 
timate enterprises of a seaport.
